Thirteen-year-old Earl Townsend of An- 
dover street, Ballardvale, who yesterday 
morning was rushed in the fire department 
ambulance to the Lawrence General hospital 
suffering from severe gunshot wounds on his 
right side and who told police during the day 
that he had been shot by some person, last 
night from his bed in the hospital told 
Officer Carl H. Stevens that he “did not 
think anybody shot him” and that he acci- 
dentally shot himself.

In the very nature of things all 
superlative achievements have been born of 
the most profound search, the most laborious 
effort, the most intense application, the 
most patient and persistent endurance and no 
masterpiece in any line of human endeavor 
has ever been granted immortality or been 
accepted as a standard of excellence which 


I am unable to see a canvas in this collec 
tion, with the possible exception of those by 
Arthur B. Davies, which obviously reflects a 
single one of these virtues. Their compositions 
are trivial, their subjects devoid of intellectu- 
al content, their distortions grotesque, their 
lines sloppy and palsied, their colors garish, 
their purpose obscure, their disregard for all 
conventions flippantly bad-mannered without 
even the saving grace of satire, very few of 
them have any dynamic quality, they are 
static, they are singularly lacking in felicity 
of line and frequently their portraits appear 
plainly stupid.

Florence Nightingale remodeled the world’s 
nursing, the Indian Mutiny, the Atlantic 
cable and the Great Eastern, Stanley's find- 
ing of Livingstone, taking over the Suez 
Canal, Gordon at Khartoum, all are pic- 
tured. In 1840 Penny Postage and Stamps 
came into use, and it was in Victoria’s time 
that the transportation of criminals to the 
colonies was done away with; and another 
class of persons had their traveling instincts 
curtailed—no more hasty flights to Gretna 
Green and Scotch marriages. Flogging in the 
army and navy ceased, as did imprisonment 
for debt. 

The two most famous of the poets of her 
time, Tennyson and Browning, had just be- 
gun to write when Victoria began to reign. 
Soon came Dickens, Thackeray, George 
Eliot, Thomas Hardy, Meredith, Charlotte 
Bronte, Mrs. Gaskell, Anthony Trollope, 
Mrs. Oliphant, Wilkie Collins, Miss Mulock, 
Thomas Hughes, Walter Besant, and many 
other great fiction writers. Among the 
artists were Turner, Whistler, Watts, the 
Rossettis, Leighton and Millais, and Mr.

cement in passing a slow-moving machine, 
they feel a distinct jounce as they rise from 
one level to another. The curious part of this 


is the fact that further south on route 28, | 


between Reading and Stoneham, where the 
highway is constructed the same way, the 
macadam is on the same level as the cement, 
and machines passing from one lane to the 


There are three bridges along the route 
| that have been built up and in this work 
12,000 feet of wooden pilings have been 
| used. $63,000 of the total, $368,000 has been 
| spent on bridges. At the top of hills, the

“ \ year of teaching followed college, teach 
ing at a school in Virginia.

June, 1901. The greater parts of my child 

hood and boyhood were spent in that coun- 
try, where I grew up in the atmosphere of 
consecration and religious idealism. I never 
knew doubt or spiritual hesitation in those | 
| days. I cannot remember ever being tor 
mented by the thought that there might not 
be a God, or that Christianity was not the 
supreme religion, The divine purpose and | 
| meaning of human existence were as plain as 
| the rising and the setting of the sun. That 

|there could be any real happiness or joy 
| without in some way possessing the Christian 
| experience was unthinkable, and I shared 
| the general missionary principle that man’s 
highest aim and greatest privilege is to impart 
this experience to those who have never 
known it. No duty could compare with one’s 
religious duty, and nothing could compare 

for a moment in importance with religion. 
These principles of life I felt rather than 
| thought, and the possibility of abandoning 
| them never dawned upon me. Indeed, to have 
|done so would have seemed equivalent to 
giving up hope or of turning traitor to happi 

ness. 


| Went to Prep School 
| “When I had advanced as far as the class 
| room at home could take me I was sent to 
| America to continue my education at pre 
paratory school. I entered Mercersburg 
|academy in 1916 and remained there three 
| years. Here the religious convictions of my 


| boyhood were deepened and widened, though | 


I came no nearer to understanding them 
than I had before. Religion was an emotional 
quality which ran powerfully through my 
life and which I found profoundly moving. 
Chapel was held not in a church but in a 
large and very barren room where four or five 
| hundred of the students and faculty were 
| crowded together twice on Sundays to hear 
some of the foremost preachers and teachers 
| in America 
| “I remember John Timothy Stone, Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, Bishop Collins Denny and 
| Raymond Robbins among a host of others. 
| The earnestness and spiritual enthusiasm of 
these men impressed me far more than their 
| words, though I can remember some of the | 
| things they said. But again I failed to think 
| with them, however accurately I reflected | 
| their feeling. Nowadays I should quarrel 
| with Bishop Denny’s idea of original sin, but 
I never dreamed that there was any such 
| notion in his head then. I was overwhelmed | 
| by his picture of the personal tragedy of sin. 
So likewise when Raymond Robbins pro- 
| duced a twenty dollar billin the pulpit, to the 
| scandal of the faculty, and offered to wager i« 
| that not one of us could repeat from memory 
}one line of Everett Hale’s great speech at 
| Gettysburg, I remember his adding that he 
| would not risk a wager that one of us did not 
| know the whole of Lincoln's. His ensuing 
emphasis upon the difference between quality 
Paice between the rush of a storm on 
a mountain side and the still small voice, 
between the success of David with Goliath 
and the failure of Jesus with the rich young 
man, is unforgettable. This sort of thing built 
up for me a strong fund of faith and a hearty

impressed me most at first, but in the spring 
after I had camped in the mountains with | 
many of them I saw them in a different light. | 
Their fine qualities greatly outnumbered 
their bad ones, and with only a few exceptions 
it was possible to do much for them. They 
turned readily to the good and could be} 
restrained eas ly from the bad \s they | 
scattered to their homes at vacation time and 
returned again to school the slenderness of the 
ties that bound us all together as friends, the 
feebleness of all human relationships, sud 

denly brought to light in my mind the real 


| Re 


nature of the Christian problem. In spite of 
home and school we were all essentially alone 
in the universe, completely out of touch with 
its plan and purpose, immeasurably helpless 
in its presence. Somehow we must come to an 
understanding of it and live with it, con 
sciously and enthusiastically. It then became 
my purpose to seek this contact and to make 
the purpose of the creation my purpose. And 
to that end I went to the seminary, convinced 
that man is worthy of salvation if salvation 
can be found for him. 

“At the seminary the usual theological 
| disciplines prevailed—Old Testament, New 
| Testament, Church History, Practical and 
Systematic Theology—all of them theoretical 
}none more so than the so-called practical 
course. A student once complained that he 
had never been taught how to hold a crying 
infant at the baptismal font, and the indig- 
nant professor replied that he had no time to 
teach such details, The department of history 
got us as far as George Fox but not an inch 
further, leaving to us the task of studying the 
later developments of Christian thought. 
Chrysostom and the monophysite heresy 
seemed more important than anything since 
Kant. Even in the Bible we were not brought 
to close grips with the character and quality 
of the religion which it teaches. We spent o ir 
time on the details, and in covering the 
ground. Toward the end of my third year I 
found myself with a mass of undigested 
details on my hands, but unsatisfied within 
I needed more than I had succeeded in find 
ing. 


At Harvard 

“There followed the opportunity of con 
tinuing my studies at the School of Religion 
at Harvard and I came to New England 
Here I found a Congregational church at 
Boxford willing to make me its pastor and to 
the neglect of my studies and to the detriment 
of my parish I led the dual life of a student 
pastor. But at last I had the opportunity to 
think out the problems with which life had 
| presented me. In the school I was compelled 
| to face the majesty and power of the Christ 
| ian idea as it was when first preached in the 
| world, to get behind the very words of the 
| Gospels and see the Gospel as it seemed to 
| those who sought to proclaim it saw it, and 
| not to be content with what they had written 
To see how Luke and Mark as men were 
struggling with the very ideas which har 
rassed me and how they found a triumphant 
lanswer was a revelation. Here at last the 


outlines of a philosophy of religion began to 
| come to me, and the dying fires of a once 
| bright faith were kindled again 


“The great object of Christianity is to find 
an understandable but adequate conception 
of God, and the term God I use with hesita 
tion. It is a word often used and abused, and 
when it is heard even

The speaker 
was Arthur B. Lord, supervisor of special 
schools and classes for the state. Mrs. Roland 
Baker, president of the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters, attended as guest 
of honor.

“Education of the Handicapped Child” 
was the topic chosen by the speaker. In 
connection with his work, Mr. Lord spoke 
of the White House conference. This con 
ference was called by President Hoover to 


THE 


Protection”. Experts in the field of Child | 
Welfare gathered from all parts of the coun 
try and subdivided into groups to study the | 
different aspects of the general subject. The 
medical group looked at the problem from a | 
health standpoint while the social welfare | 
and educational experts studied it from their | 
angle. 

This conference brought forth the fact | 
that there are 500,000 people in mental | 
institutions in this country. 70,000 are com 
mitted to mental hospitals each year. ‘T here | 
are, in the country, 450,000 retarded children, | 
60,000 of whom are having special attention 
18,000 are totally deaf, while 343,000 are 
hard of hearing. 1,000,000 have speech } 
defects and 5,000 have sight which needs 
special care. 

The attitude has been that every child 
should have an equal opportunity in educa- 
tion. The question arises as to whether those 
children who are not normal physically should 
have the same opportunity as a normal child. 
Mr. Lord expressed his firm belief that every 
child should have a right to education to the 
extent of his abilities. 

In Massachusetts, all children who are 
totally deaf are receiving an education. This 
responsibility is assumed by the state. All 
such children are given a training, covering 
ten years, in which they are taught speech, 
lip reading and the school work through the 
ninth grade. Those of normal mentality are

school.

and, perhaps in self-defense, am often inclined | 
to take recourse to the weapon which is 
commonly used to attack that which we do 
not understand,—laughter.

mention a painting by a donkey, whose tail,

paints, daubed on the canvas at random.

I find it easy to conclude 
that many of the most extreme moderns, 
with their apparently sketchy effects, do not 
| know how to draw, that they have been too

content”, or “without even the saving grace 
of satire’ is exceedingly difficult to under 


stand. 


It is possible that some of the current 
failure to appreciate modern art results from 
a misapprehension concerning what the 
artists are trying to do. If we judge The 
Mikado by Gilbert and Sullivan, for example, 
on its success in inspiring the grand emotions 
aroused by Bach's B Minor Mass, we are 
foredoomed to disappointment. 


Likewise, we cannot fairly judge modern 
artists on other standards than their own, 
Many of the modern apinters, feeling that art 
has no more to do with morality or spiritual 
values than has an isosceles triangle, have 
apparently devoted their effort to the purely 
sensuous effects of color and line. We may 
feel that such art is limited, but that need not 
hinder us from enjoyment of what has been 
accomplished towards the approximation of 
the goal which the artist has set for himself 
Furthermore, modern art is admittedly to a 
great extent experimental and as such should, 
it seems to me, awaken a sympathetic Te 
sponse in the public. 


Out of the welter of the good, the bad, and 
the indifferent of modern art may come a 
great master who can utilize the significant, 
fusing it with creative genius into enduring 
art. In the meantime, through an intelligent 
curiosity regarding the aims and problems of 


| modern art, we can help to make this experi- 


mentation fruitful.
